The order has no lodge rooms and 
no forced attendance at lodge meet­ 
ings. 
Its members are scattered over 
the world. 
Each member 
carries a 
book containing the names and busi­ 
ness addresses of every member. The 
objects of the organization are of a 
purely social and fraternal nature. 
The black cat was selected as the 
emblem of the Hoo-Hoo because the 
black cat Is considered bad luck, and 
one of the objects of the order is to 
fight superstition.
